n omic 
developmen t 
projects 
con jured up by the U.S. gov­ 
ern men t advisors. 
American specialists, for ex ­ 
ample, n ow are preparin g to 
give the shaky Viet Nam gov­ 
ern men t man y million s for ur­ 
ban ren ewal 
remakin g of 
Viet Nam cities. 
HOWEVER, 
the 
documen t 
submitted 
to 
Mr Mean y 
on 
Dec. 23 by labor's specia 
en ­ 
voy. George Baldan zi, Un ited 
Tex tile Workers presiden t, says 
blun tly " . . . eighty-five per cen t 
of the Vietn amese people live 
on the lan d; urban ren ewal has 
n o presen t relevan ce for them ." 
That is why, in his report, 
Mr. Baldan zi says, "You wiii 


n ote that we have made n o rec­ 
ommen dation s for an y large- 
scale program s for housin g or 
gen eral e c on om i c develop­ 
m en t.” This would mean little 
to the workers an d their lead­ 
ers with whom Baldan zi talked 
— an d he courageously wen t 
about Viet Nam talkin g to fish­ 
erm en . peasan ts, railroad work­ 
ers. 
seafarers, 
rice 
workers, 
lon gshoremen , people 
of 
the 
"jun ks" (sam pan s), as well as 
the head of the labor federa­ 
tion who had been arrested by 
the govern men t. 
The report poin ts to the be­ 
leaguered lan d s 60.000 fisher­ 
men . who like the peasan ts an d 
other workers, are n eutral in 
the baitle with the Vietcon g. 
On ly about 9 .000 of the fisher­ 
men own their small boats The 
rest get paid on the basis of 
4 fish out oi every 10 they eaten . 
This gives them less than $2 a 
week — in a wartime, boom- 
priced coun try. 
FOR SIX MONTHS they can 
draw on ly again st the accoun t 
due them by those who operate 
the fishin g fleets At the en d of 
the season they get 
the full 
amoun t due them which is prac­ 
tically n othin g by then . 
Baldan zi recommen ds that a

The State Departmen t keeps 
about 100 security officers per­ 
man en tly overseas, in cludin g an 
un disclosed n umber of techn ical 
ex perts train ed specifically in 
the art of detectin g hidden mi­ 
crophon es an d other un welcome 
listin g 
devices 
The 
security 
officers are station ed at three 
region al offices: in Fran kfurt, 
Tokyo an d Pan ama, an d from 
there they make regular roun ds 
visitin g every diplomatic post in 
their area, searchin g with their 
complicated equipmen t for “ big 
brother's- ears.” 
Tile rule n ot to speak about 
such fin din gs can n ot be always 
observed. In some eases Wash­ 
in gton must speak about these 
cloak-an d-dagger 
operation s, 
usually when the admin istration 
kn ows that the story has been 
leaked an d would be made pub­ 
lic an yway.
